We know that the abolition of sla- 
very all over the world will one day arrive; and we 
feel that, in Great Britain particularly, its advent 
Let the friends and advocates 
of human freedom not suffer themselves to be car- 
ried away by the theoretic sufferings of American 
slaves, Whilst a most iniquitious system of slavery 
exists at their own doors. Let them not ask us to 
mount the breach and stormy the citadel of unjust 
laws until they have at laid seige to the old 
rotton bulwarks that surround the monopoly of the 
soil of their own When they call for the 
freedom of the American slave, they should call for 
the freedom of the enslaved soil of Great Britain, 
and not suffer the people to be nominally free while 
the eloments of lite are held in such bondage in their 
midst that thousands perish annually in the streets 
and poor houses, that a few may be clothed in pur- 
ple and fine linen.

Declaration of Rights. 

When, in the progress of the human race, it becomes 
necessary for one portion of the people of any nation, why... 
ther a majority or a minority, to effect a separate organiza. 
tion in defence of rights menaced, or for the acquisition of 
rights withheld, by another portion, a decent respect to tis 
opinions of mankind requires that they should declare th, 
causes which impel them to such a step. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, or capable of easy 
demonstration: 

That the proper object of civilized society is to gnaran. 








That in the formation of a government, to efiect such 4 
guarantee, every adult should have an equal voice, and tha; 
la majority we: * a right to rule injustice. 

That all men have a natural and inalienable right to lite, 
and, of consequence, to the use of land and the other mate. 
rial elements necessary to sustain life; to such an education 
as shall fit them for all rational enjoyment; and to liberty 
of speech and of action, unrestrained except against ex- 
croachment on the equal rights of others. 

That, as natural rights are of necessity equal rights, no 
man or set of men should make such use of the gifis of Na- 
ture as to deprive another of his natural inheritance, his 
rightful means of sustenance, education, and happiness. 

That when society has been wrongfully organized, or has 
failed, neglected, or refused to accomplish its proper object; 
when a portion of the citizens are excluded from a voice in 
the formatioa of the government; or, the government being 
rightfully constituted, when the majority has usurped, or 
neglected to secure, the rights of a minority ; the oppress: d 
are no more bound by the laws of the rulers which violaie 
their rights than the weak mn, in a state of nature, is bound 
by the tyrannical requisitions of the strong. The weak may 
submit to brute force, or they may, by skill or cunning, en- 
deavor to resist its aggressions. 

Prudence indeed will dictate, that when a rightful reform 
or redress of grievances is demanded, the aggrieved should 
use every effort in their power to effect their object by the 
iildest means ; but when, through ignorance or intolerance, 
on the part of those controlling the government, abuses cr 
deprivations are of such a nature that the oppressed have no 
alternative but to forfeit through life a part of their right‘ul 
means of sustenance and happiness, it becomes not only a 
right to themselves but a bounden duty to posterity, that they 
resist the oppression, and organize and maintain, at all haz- 
ards, as far as in them lies, a government on true principles, 

The condition of the people of these States is such at the 

present moment, that very large and fast increasing portions 
of the population are denied the inalienable rights of Nature; 
and such are the difficulties of their position that they are 
justifiable, before the world, in solemnly protesting against 
all the laws and constitutions, or parts of such, that now so 
grievously oppress them, of resisting such by the best means 
in their power, and of organizing a Government for their 
protection. The evils complained of have been endured, 
with but a feeble opposition, till they are no longer tolera- 
ble ; and, so rapid is their increase, that further submission 
on the part of the oppressed would be suicidal, and traitorous 
to humanity. To prove this, let facts be submitted to the 
world, 
_ Oar people are, in numbers more or less, deprived of 
freedom of speech, protection of their persons and property, 
and of their right to the use of the soil; and, in conse 
qrence of these deprivations, are subjected, from birth to 
death, to various forms of oppression, and to different 
forms of slavery.
